The construction of GARCAN is easy and the parts are pretty common. 

The construction manual will show photos of our layout and give 
approximate dimensions. The builder will have to adjust his layout 
a little since there is variance in the trash cans that are available. 

I also hope that builders will use imagination and make their cans 
different.
